Maine Pomology. 

The 10th annual meeting of the Maine 
Pomological Society was held at Water- 
ville, on Tuesday and Wednesday of last 
week. In connection therewith was a Far- 
mer’s Institute, under the direction of Sec- 
retary Gilbert, and Mr. W. H. Pearson, 
member of the board for Kennebee county. 
‘Tuesday morning opened crisp and cold, 
and it took most all the forenoon to warm 
up the City Hall, where the meeting was 
held. There was a goodly attendance of 
fruit growers from various parts of the 
State, but the local attendance was light. 
Among those present, we noticed President 
of the society, Hon. R. H. Gardiner of Gar- 
diner, Secretary, Geo. B. Sawyer of Wis- 
casset, W. B. Ferguson of Dixmont, J. E. 
Bennoch of Orono, F. C. Jordan of Bruns- 
wick. S. R. Sweetser of Cumberland, Mr. 
Shaw of Minot, Mr. Merrill of New 
Gloucester, Geo. E. Brackett of Belfast, A. 
C. Carr of Winthrop, Dr. J. W. North of 
Augusta, Mr. Richardson of Skowhegan, 
and others whose names we do not now 
recall. 








THE Potato Ror. 

The meeting was called to order by Sec- 
retary Gilbert, who announced Prof. C. H. 
Fernald of the State College, who read a 
very carefully prepared paper on potato 
rot, its cause and remedy. In a meager 
report like this, we can scarcely do more 
than give an outline of the paper which is 
to be published in full in the next report of 
the Secretary of the Board of Agriculture. 
He began by saying that the potato. disease 
known as the “‘rot,”’ had been more destruc- 
tive to this important crop, than all other 
causes combined. It appeared in Belgium 
in 1842, in Canada in 1844, and in the United 
States in 1845. It destroyed the crop in 
Ireland, causing the death by starvation of 
more than a million people. There were 
many theories propounded as to the cause 
of the disease. Some thought it to be the 
work of an insect, but what kind of an in- 
sect no one could tell. .One theory was 
that it was a visitation of Providence by 
which the sins of the people were to be 
punished. Finally science was appealed to, 
and investigation showed that diseased 
potatoes were affected with an unmistakable 
fungi. It was denied by many for a long 
time, that the fungi caused the rot of the 
tuber, but this point is now generally con- 
ceded. 

The Professor, from diagrams, showed 
a cross section of a potato leaf, showing its 
internal structure, and pointed out the func- 
tions of its various parts. The zoospores 
enter the leaf at the stomata or mouths of 
the leaf, and when once inside, take up the 
nutriment designed for the development of 
the plant, and thus destroy it. Some idea 
of their number may be inferred from the 
fact that a square inch of leaf may contain 
three million spores; of course with such 
an innumerable mass of parasites, the whole 
top is soon destroyed. As the tops dry and 
crumble, these spores are taken up by the 
wind and carried from field to field’ and 
from farm to farm, spreading the devasta- 
tion far and wide. The season of the po- 
tato is short, and the question may be 
asked, what becomes of these zoospores or 
fungi during the remainder of the year? 
Botanists were for a long time, searching 
for their resting places during the winter, 
for until this could be ascertained, they 
could net propose a remedy. It was 
thought for a time that they entered the 
clover plant, and some farmers would not 
feed out clover, and if they did, they would 
not use the manure made from it, thinking 
that the fungi would retain their vitality 
after passing through the alimentary canal 
of the animal. [tis now known that the 
spores, after the death of the plant, find 
their way into the earth, where they remain 
through the winter. They may also attack 
the tuber and destroy it, the same as they 
do the tops. In the spring they develop 
in the warm, moist earth, and’are prepared 
to renew their work of destruction the 
following year. 

Investigators kept many of these spores 
over during the winter; those that were 
kept dry did not germinate, but died, while 
those that were kept in moisture, generally 
lived, thus giving an idea of the conditions 
under which they will be perpetuated in the 
soil. The lecturer pointed out various ways 
in which the fungi reproduce theirkind. The 
spores are broken off and wafted from field 
to field. 

The remedy is to pull the infested tops 
and burn them at once; this is the main 


development. Why one variety of potatoes 
is more likely to be attacked than another, 
it is not easy to determine. 
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chair and read his address which was as 
follows: 


This is the 11th year of the existence of 
the Maine State Pomological Society, and 
in accerdance with custom, your President 
will say a few words of introduction to the 
various exercises of this our winter meet- 
ing. In the few years that we have existed 
as a Society, we think it will generally be 
acknowledged that we have accomplished 
a good work, at any rate, never in the his- 
tory of the State has so much attention 
been given to orcharding as now, and very 
many farmers begin to realize that a good 
orchard well cared for, yields more income 
and at a less cost than any other product of 
the farm. 

Our last winter meeting was held at Bid- 
deford, which was, in many respects a very 
satisfactory meeting, with a fine display of 
fruit, and where we were cheered S the 
presence of Friend Taylor, so devo and 
enthusiastic a member of our Society from 
the beginning, who, notwithstanding his 
advanced age, had driven in a sleigh to at- 
tend the meeting some 90 miles, the ther- 
mometer, a portion of the time. 20° below 
zero, and bringing with him some 18 or 20 
varieties of handsome apples for the exhi- 
bition Alas, his presence no longer greets 
us, but at all our meetings he will ever be 
remembered with affection and respect. 

The summer of 1882 will ever be noted 
for the long continued drouth, in conse- 
quence of which, the larger portion of the 
apple crop, which had been so very prom- 
ising, fell off or were affected with worms, 
and was generally small and not well 
colored. Heavy rains fell the middle of 
September, which in some instances won- 
derfully improved the apples both in size 
and color, but it came too late to be of very 
general benefit. As the supply of apples 
in Maine was far from abundant, high 
prices were expected, but from the quanti- 
ties of the windfalls, the apples from Mas- 
sachusetts, where the crop was abundant. 
but very inferior, and also the best quali- 
ties of apples from Missouri and Arkansas, 
one county of the latter State produced 
over a million of barrels, the prices ruled 
low till late in the season. 

Our autumn exhibition was held the last 
week in September, in connection with the 
State Fair, and taking into consideration 
the season, it was a remarkably fine one. 
As to the flower garden the past year, from 
my own experience, whether as to roses, 
bulbs, perennials or annuals, I should say 
that | never remember so unpropitious a 
season, cold and wet in the spring and so 
very dry in the summer. 

In all farming operations, what is there 
that gives greater satisfaction to the far- 
mer, than to gather a bountiful crop of 
fruit at the different seasons, from trees, 
that years before, he planted in faith, then 
grafted, and for year after year, has been 
watching to see if they continued erect— 
had an open top to admit the sun, no 
branches crossing one another; that they 
were well balanced, and that no borers. 
mice or caterpillars were at work to destroy 
all his hopes. 

How many deprive themselves of this 
pleasure and profit, because the results are 
not immediate, but that patient waiting for 
some years is necessary, forgetting the 
familiar story of the man who had always 
made this excuse for not planting an 
orchard, but lived to eat fruit raised by his 


30n. 

Besides planting an orchard, there is 
another subject now exciting great atten- 
tion all over the world. Owing to the de- 
struction of forests what sad results have 


happened. 

The land of Palestine, in the days of 
Bible history, was a land described as flow- 
ing with milk and honey. now, owing sole- 
ly to the destruction of all the trees, it is a 
barren waste, and such, too, is the case 
with many parts of Spain, once so very 
fruitful. 

We, perhaps, can scarcely expect our 
farmers just yet to devote much time or ex- 
pense to planting forest trees, but when 
driving through the country, one sees the 
schoolhouse with not a tree near it, exposed 
to the scorching rays of the sun, and the 
bleak blasts of winter, and no shade for 
the children to enjoy at recess, and the 
same too, must be said of many a farmer's 
house, where all this could be changed at 
such a trifling expense, it does seem pas:- 
ing strange. And, besides a tree or two in 
front of the farmer’s house for shade, and 
a clump at the northwest as a tion, 
at what slight cost can he a cheap 
— made of branches of trees or of 
aths, and upon this train a honeysuckle, 
a Virginia creeper, or clematis, or better 
yet a grape vine, and thereby the expendi- 
ture of two or three hours labor, make one 
or two beds for his wife and daughters to 
ornament with flowers and shrubs. Neth- 
ing can be more refining and civilizing than 
this.
